fided to the dog. which, ported on 
some rising ground of the pasture, Its 
scent to the wind 
and 
ear on the 
watch, followed the herd with vigilant 
eye and rushed to bring back the ru n ­ 
aways, or to drive off some evll-lnten- 
tloned beast. 
T hanks to the dog, the 
herd gave abundance—milk 
and 
Its 
pr ode cts, flesh for 
food 
and 
warm 
wool for clothing. Then, relieved from 
the terrible anxiety concerning dally 
provisions, man took it into his head 
to dig In the earth and make it pro­ 
duce grain. 
Agriculture sprang Into 
being, and with it, little by little, civil­ 
ization. 
By the very force of circum 
stances, therefore, man In ail coun­ 
tries is at first a hunter, later he !>•*- 
eomes a landsm an and ends by boing 
un agriculturist. 
Tin* dog Is absolute­ 
ly necessary to him. first for hunting, 
then for watching and defending the 
herd. Of all our domestic a nimbi#, ac­ 
cordingly, the dog is the earliest on 
record and the one that has rendered 
us the greatest service.—Chicago Daily 
News.
